Days of Our Lives or a Romulus City Council meeting? 

It was difficult for many residents to keep up with the 
action Monday night as the council chambers became the 
site of a dramatic clash of opinioa 

The turmoil revolved around the recent resignation of 
Councilman Charles Miller 

Miller tendered his resignation in writing to City Clerk 
Linda Choate Sept 13 after he became upset during a 
study session about the city water shut-off policy. 

Prior to the Sept. 27 council meeting, Miller 
announced his intent to rescind his resignatioa Council 
members, however, were unsure of the legal precedent 
for any such actioa 

City Attorney Barry Seifrnan was instructed by council 
members, last week to determine if there was, in fact, a 
vacancy on the council, due to Miller’s resignatioa 

Seifrnan reported this week that in his opinion, follow¬ 
ing his research, a vacancy did exisL Miller should no 
longer be a city councilman and his resignation should be 
effective, Seifrnan said. 
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Council members voted to accept Seifman’s findings 
and determined that a vacancy existed by a 4-2 vote. 

Councilman William Wadsworth agreed with Seifrnan 
that there was a vacancy, but Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak was of the opposite opinioa 

“There is no vacancy on the council,” said Romak. “Mr 
Miller made it known that it was his request to withdraw 
his resignatioa” 

Romak said that at one time or another everyone sit¬ 
ting on the council has become frustrated and said that 
they were done; the only difference is that Miller put in 
writing 

Councilman William Crova said that it was unfortunate 
that an elected official had decided to resiga but that he 


did resign and therefore there was a vacancy. 

Councilman Michael Prybyla said that he believed 
there was no vacancy on the council for the betterment of 
the city, not the council. 

“This is very bad for this city,” said Prybyla 

Seifrnan suggested that Miller, who was seated with the 
other council members be asked to leave. Miller, howev¬ 
er, refused. 

Crova then asked for a brief recess during which Miller 
remained in his council chair. 

In the packed audience, residents supporting Miller 
became upset with the ruling of the council. 

“He (Miller) is such a good worker,” said Verlie 
Wilhide, a 28-year Romulus resident “He is out in this 
community every week doing everything he can to take 
care of the residents. He didn’t deserve this at all. It takes 
a hell of a man to admit that he made a mistake, but that 
doesn’t matter to the rest of this council” 

Miller remained seated in his chair, even after two 
Romulus police officers approached him asking him to 
leave. Then as the residents began arguing in the audi-

Last weekend, Belleville resi¬ 
dents ‘walked the distance’ to 
raise funds to feed the hungry 
and help cure liver disease.

Incumbent county commissioner faces familiar opponent

Incumbent Wayne County Commissioner John 
Sullivan (D-llth District) will face a familiar name in poli¬ 
tics at the polls Nov. 2. 

Former state legislator, township board member and 
Plymouth Township Supervisor Gerald Law is opposing 
Sullivan for the county office. 

Sullivan said that when he first started in politics, he 
decided that he was not going to be one of those people 
who sat around and did nothing. 
“I was one of the guys who came from a family with no 
history in politics. They weren’t big on it,” he said. “I 
decided that we needed someone in Wayne County who 
was good and honest, so I decided to run to help make 
things better” 

The 11th County Commission District serves the com¬ 
munities of Belleville, Van Buren Township, Sumpter 
Township, Canton and Wayne. Sullivan has served three 
consecutive terms and he said that it’s time to do it agaia 

“Obviously I appreciate that fact that I got to serve the 
Wayne County area and I would like to be able to for 
another 6 years,” said Sullivan. 

He added that he is looking forward to continuing the 
fight for the citizens of western Wayne County. 

“My goal is to serve the people,” he said. “It is a diffi¬ 
cult job in Wayne County, but there are a lot of good peo¬ 
ple doing a lot of good things and I hope to continue to 
fight for that,” he said. 

Sullivan said that he has been able to accomplish a lot 
in the last couple of years including becoming not only a 
leader on the county commission, but also as vice- chair¬ 
man. 


“I try to do everything I can to 
be accessible and to help the 
constituents,” he said. “I feel that 
I have the experience and have 
made many good relationships. 

In order to accomplish anything, 
those are important to have,” he 
added. ‘The experience I’ve 
gained in 6 years is pretty 
invaluable.” 

Law, a Canton resident, said 
that he has always had an inter¬ 
est in government. Now, his 
interest has turned to Wayne 
County. 

“Overall, there is not much control in Wayne County. 
Who is representing who in this area? Who is looking out 
for the people?” said Law. “It’s hard to tell who’s running 
anything. There has to be accountability” 

Law served on the Plymouth Township Board of 
Trustees from 1978-1983 before becoming township 
supervisor in 1991. He also served two terms as a state 
representative from 1983-1991 and again Bern 1995-2000. 
He was active in several committees, including health 
policy, insurance, judiciary and family services. In those 
committees he took an active role to enact numerous leg¬ 
islations such as making heart defibulators possible and 
others on animal fighting laws. 

Law said that the people need a county commissioner 
who will fight government waste and be accessible to the 
public. He said that he would do so by reworking the sys¬ 
tem, making sure not everything ‘is politics.’ 

“My common interest is what’s good for Wayne 
County,” he said. 


Sullivan said that he has led 
efforts to make Wayne County 
more accessible and accountable 
to the people including the effort 
to revamp the airport noise miti¬ 
gation. Work is well under way 
on that federally-mandated plan 
at homes near Metro Airport. 

Impacted homeowners will 
receive about $20,000 in home 
improvements designated to 
limit the noise from jets over¬ 
head. 

“People were waiting for 
years and we worked hard to get that straightened out,” 
he said. “It’s not easy dealing with Wayne County, but if 
you have good relationships things are a lot easier,” said 
Sullivan. “You can disagree in a reasonable way without 
causing friction.” 

Recently, Sullivan helped with plans to secure $4 mil¬ 
lion dollars in park improvements for Wayne County com¬ 
munities including: $2 million to Van Buren Township, $1 
million to Belleville for the Horizon Park lake project and 
the rest of the funds for Wayne and Canton Township 
improvements. He said one of his main goals is to stay on 
top of the fight for those improvements that was approved 
by voters on the millage. 

Currently, Sullivan is working on road, drain and bud¬ 
getary issues. 

“These are things that come up constantly that we are 
working on,” he said. “County-wise, we are staying on the 
budget crisis to make sure we are getting as much money 
for Wayne County as possible. I will take care of these 
issues as long as I’m in the county. ”

State announces plan te remove ash trees

There are more than 40 
trees in Sue Winn Park in the 
City of Wayne, and all of them 
have to be cut down. 

The bare branches of the 
ash trees, trunks emblazoned 
with large orange ‘Xs,’ provid¬ 
ed the perfect backdrop 
Monday for state officials to 
announce a new program 
designed to reduce the costs of 
the ongoing war against the 
Emerald Ash Borer (EAB). 

Initiated by Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm, the program calls 
for the state to use a collective 
bid system to award a contract 
for the removal and disposal of 
ash trees. Any firm would be 
allowed to bid on the contract, 
providing representatives 
attend a pre-bid meeting at 
10:30 am. on Tuesday, Oct 26. 
Firms must also prove their 
ability to take down the trees 
and properly dispose of them, 
according to Patricia 
Lockwood, EAB policy director 
for the governor. That means 
taking down the tree, grinding 
the stump and transporting 
and disposing of all tree mate¬ 
rials safely and properly. 

The state invitation to bid 
will set a benchmark for firms 
interested in doing the work, 
according to Sara Linsmeier- 
Wurfel, a spokesperson for the 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA). The antici¬ 
pated lower price would then 
be available to local municipal¬ 
ities and, through them, indi¬ 
vidual homeowners. The pro¬ 
gram would apply to all trees, 
not just ash trees. 

“We hope this will allow 
homeowners access to drasti¬ 
cally reduced rates,” said Dan 
Wyant, MDA director. “We 
anticipate it will significantly 
reduce the removal costs. The 
goal is to work cooperatively 
with our local partners.” 

The Emerald Ash Borer was 
discovered in the summer of 
2000, according to Lockwood. 


Since then the dime-sized 
green pest has killed more 
than 12 million trees in south¬ 
eastern Michigan, placing 13 
counties into a state of quaran¬ 
tine from which the trees can¬ 
not be taken. It has threatened 
vast expanses of the trees in 
the northern part of the state 
and in Canada, too.

The removal of the trees 
represents a huge cost to 
municipalities, many of which 
are already dealing with tight 
budgets that stem from the dif¬ 
ficult economic times. 

Wyatt said the state was no 
different, in that regard. 

“We don’t have the kind of 
funds to do what we’d like to 
do, which is assist in the cost of 
replacing these trees,” he said. 

The state-level contract is 
the next best thing, he said. It 
will provide a lower cost for the 
removal of the trees, and could 
help local economies. Any firm 
that matches the accepted bid 
and is qualified to do the work 
can take on the job, which will 
be directed by a representative 
in the local communities. 

Mitch Irwin, director of the 
department of management 
and budget, said that type of 
partnership is important 

“We should be cooperating 
in any way we can to help our 
municipalities do more with 
less,” he said. 

Many communities have 
been actively combating the 
pest and the dangerous trees 
they leave behind. In Westland, 
where officials estimate more 
than 3,200 ash trees will ulti¬ 


mately have to be taken down, 
they’ve received a $135,000 
grant for tree removal and 
another $20,000 grant for tree 
replacement 

That money will disappear 
fast, though. 

“At $200 to $400 a tree, it 
won’t go very far,” said Tom 
Wilson, director of the 
Westland Department of Public 
Services (DPS). “It’s a small 
program.” 

Without grant funds, howev¬ 
er, the removal and replace¬ 
ment of the tree can be astro¬ 
nomical. Robert English, direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public 
Works (DPW) for the City of 
Wayne, estimated that the city 
has spent more than $300,000 
taking down trees during the 
last 3 years. About 850 have 
come down in the parks and 
public rights of way and as 
many as 1,000 still need to 
come down, including those on 
private property. Most of the 
funds have been redirected 
from other areas, like a $30,000 
regular expense to plant new 
trees that has been taken out of 
the budget and limited snow¬ 
falls have also helped. 

“It’s a difficult issue for a 
small community in these eco¬ 
nomic times,” said Wayne 
Mayor A1 Haidous. “This help 
means a lot to us.” 

English said that the home- 
owners could be the real win¬ 
ners in the program. They have 
been paying as much as $1,000 
to remove the ash trees. 

“(The state price) could be a 
third of the cost,” he said. 

The exact price won’t be 
known until the end of the year, 
though. The request for bids 
will go out in November, with 
responses due back in early 
December. After that, repre¬ 
sentatives in the local munici¬ 
palities will be the people to 
handle the replacement pro¬ 
gram.

ence, Miller stood up and vacat¬ 
ed his seat to calm down the 
crowd, but he did not leave the 
council chambers. 

After a brief recess, the coun¬ 
cil meeting resumed with a 
motion by Crova to nominate 
Miller to serve the remainder of 
the vacated term. 

“I believe in the election 
process,” said Crova. “Miller was 
the selection of the people.” 

Romak also voted for the 
motion saying, “In 2001 the peo¬ 
ple spoke when they elected 
Miller” 

Wadsworth said he was sad¬ 
dened by the situation compar¬ 
ing it to the split regarding the 
deep injection well. “People are 
out there picking one side or 
another,” said Wadsworth. “But 
Miller started this process.” 

But Wadsworth said he was

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Sounds like a plan 

Officials from the State of Michigan announced a new program 
Monday, designed to help ease the cost of taking down and replacing 
Ash trees decimated by the Emerald Ash Borer (EAB). 

Essentially, what they will do is allow local municipalities - and 
through them, homeowners - to take advantage of state contracts for 
companies qualified in the removal and disposal of the trees. What 
that means is that homeowners will pay less to take down and get rid 
of the dead or dying trees - that’s the goal, anyway. 

It’s not a perfect complete plan, but it is a good start 

What we’d like to see, of course, is some more money flowing from 
the state or federal government to help further ease the cost of taking 
down the trees and disposing of them, which can be done in one of 
two ways. They can be chipped down to bits less than an inch in size, 
or burned at a specially-designed incinerator. 

The EAB has decimated the Ash tree population throughout south¬ 
eastern Michigan, and has threatened the once-noble species. State 
officials estimated Monday that already 12 million trees had been 
killed and millions more were threatened. 

It’s a huge problem, and one that will have a severe impact partic¬ 
ularly in southeastern Michigan, where the infestation was first 
noticed and where it is most widespread. 

It will be an expensive problem to fix, too, at a time when the econ¬ 
omy isn’t good and virtually all communities are looking for ways to 
tighten up their budgets. 

Unfortunately, many of these communities will have to do without 
any additional money. There may be grants available, but there will 
be a long line for a relatively limited pot The State of Michigan, with 
its well-documented budget troubles, is hardly able to help. And any 
money from the federal government will most likely be impacted by 
the ongoing war overseas. 

This will most likely be another case where the locals will have to 
handle more work with limited resources with only token assistance 
from the state. 

The real winners, though, will be the landowners who would other¬ 
wise have to spend a lot more money to solve a problem that they 
most likely inherited When the full details of the plan become avail¬ 
able in December, they should take full advantage of it 

New approach is needed 

After the defeat of their $150 million bond issue, officials in the Van 
Buren Public School District, said they will go back to the drawing 
board, determine what went wrong, and then try again. 

Here’s a suggestion they might want to look at: ask for less money 
and talk to more people. 

A 454 mill increase is, in this economic period, a difficult pill for 
some residents to swallow. The increase would have cost a person with 
a home with a market value of $225,000 $511 annually, which amounts to 
about $42.60 every month. That’s a significant expense. 

As of now, district officials aren’t sure how they will change the pro¬ 
posal, only that they will go back to voters. They know they have to wait 
90 days before they approach them again, and change the proposal by at 
least 20 percent - that refers to the language on the ballot, not the 
amount of funding they are looking for 

The district clearly has needs. Anyone who worked on the facilities 
improvement committee can tell you that, as can the school officials 
and those who work at the schools themselves. That committee has 
already performed a large amount of work to identify those needs. 

Perhaps now, the answer to getting them accomplished is breaking 
them down. The $150 bond issue was proposed to be issued in three

Vocational schools offering educational options

Mark Valentin is learning a 
difficult new language. 

Oracle, a complex database 
program with a computer lan¬ 
guage onto itself, is used by most 
large companies as a method to 
track important data. Teaching 
students like Valentin - who 
holds a 3.5 grade point average - 
how to use the program is part of 
the new face of vocational stud¬ 
ies. 

Career and technical educa¬ 
tion schools, what some remem¬ 
ber as “trade” schools, have 
always been a part of many 
school districts. The schools, 
while often stigmatized as a 
place for students who aren’t 
suited for college, have turned 
out skilled trades people that 
help keep the state economic 
engine up and running. 

Though the loss of about 
160,000 manufacturing jobs in 
Michigan has made headlines for 
several years, representatives 
from career programs say they 
have adapted to meet the needs 
of an evolving labor landscape, 
turning out highly-trained work¬ 
ers who can be slotted into some 
very good jobs. 

Rick Hamrick, the assistant 
principal of the William D. Ford 
Career Technical Center in 
Westland said he’s concerned 
about the loss of manufacturing 
jobs, but said the level of training 
students receive at the center 
prepares them for employment 
as soon as they graduate. 

“We have high-tech equip¬ 
ment in this building that is the 
same as the equipment used in 
industry, and our kids in some 
cases know more some people 
who have worked for many 
years,” he said. “And most of 
these kids are 17 or 18 years old. 
Some hairdressers are making 
$100,000 a year, so that’s a pretty 
good job.” 

What that means is that a stu¬ 
dent who declines to make an 
investment in a 4-year college 
degree or post secondary pro¬ 
grams can earn a living wage at a 
time when other young adults are 
working in the low-paying ser¬ 
vice sector And some of the jobs 
out-eam entry-level white collar 
positions filled by college gradu¬ 
ates, Hamrick said. 

“Some of our students are 
employed at businesses and are 
earning $12 an hour - that’s not 
bad for someone just starting 


out,” Hamrick said. 

Expanding career training 
might also help stem off the num¬ 
ber of young people leaving 
Michigan for greener employ¬ 
ment pastures. According to U.S. 
Census data, about 30,000 people 
under the age of 30 left Michigan 
between 2000 and 2002, which 
has the potential to further erode 
the economic outlook 

‘The unskilled jobs are disap¬ 
pearing, but the types of skilled 
trades - using new technology - 
are not leaving,” said Hamrick 
“There’s going to be a need for 
people with these skills in the 
future.” 

The Fbrd center offers several 
technology-based, 2-year-pro- 
grams for high school students 
and adults, including auto-body 
repair, heating and cooling, com¬ 
puter-aided design and manufac¬ 
turing, welding, printing technol¬ 
ogy, Microsoft and Oracle certifi¬ 
cation, construction, electronics, 
film editing and desktop publish¬ 
ing. 

Other traditional programs 
such as cosmetology and health 
occupations are also offered, 
Hamrick said. 

Though some students, like 
Valentin, will likely move on to a 
post-secondary school, others are 
likely to spend the rest of their 
working lives in their field of 
study. But that doesn’t mean they 
might not have to retrain at some 
point in their work life, Hamrick 
said. 

‘There are going to be some 
changes in technology in the 
future, and many people will 
have to update their skills. The 
people with the most up-to-date 
skills are the ones that are going 
to keep working.” 

For schools, keeping up with 
the changes can be a daunting - 
and expensive - task. Wayne- 
Westland School District voters 
approved a $15 million bond to 
pay for cutting-edge equipment 
at the Fbrd center. And the struc¬ 
ture of school funding put into 
place by proposal A - which pro¬ 
vides a foundation grant for each 
student in a district - makes it 
impossible for some cash-poor 
districts to offer any sort of voca¬ 
tional training because they can’t 
afford to lose the grant funding to 
another school. 

Even so, Hamrick said enroll¬ 
ment levels versus resources 
have made it impossible for the 
Fbrd center to take new students. 

“Ecorse wanted to bus stu¬ 
dents here, but we just couldn’t

accommodate them,” Hamrick 
said. “They were willing to bus 
kids all the way out here. 
Plymouth-Canton at one point 
also wanted to partner with us to 
supplement their (vocational) 
programs, but we just couldn’t do 
it” 

Other districts have formed 
consortiums. Crestwood 
Community Schools, Westwood 
Intermediate School District and 
Dearborn Seven formed a part¬ 
nership that allows students at 
any of the three schools to travel 
between the buildings for classes. 

The expansion of career and 
technical opportunities can hap¬ 
pen if the state gets involved, 
Hamrick said. 

“From my perspective, (the 
state) is supporting a two sys¬ 
tems,” he said. ‘There is a move¬ 
ment afoot to have these pro¬ 
grams only at the post secondary 
levels. Right now, they’re provid¬ 
ing funding for both.” 

But David Littman, the chief 
economist at Comerica Bank and 
a former member of the 
Bloomfield Hills Board of 
Education, said the overall econ¬ 
omy could benefit if the schools 
stick to the basics. He also said 
trade schools need an environ¬ 
ment that includes competition. 

“It would be beneficial to the 
economy if students could get an 
educated workforce at the high 
school level, but the government 
should stay out of it,” he said. “We 


train everyone with the skills 
they need to get a job, and the 
fundamental subjects are impor¬ 


tant to us,” he said. “We make 
sure students get both. We take 
the academics very seriously”

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Film takes viewers on a dangerous, emotional ride 


What does it take to be the man that runs headlong into a burning 
building when everyone else is trying to get out? 

Ladder 49 explores the extraordinary heroes that emerge from ordi¬ 
nary lives to selflessly step in harms way to rescue people in a time of 
need. 

Set in Baltimore against the busy fire engine company Ladder 49, the 
film delves into the lives of typical firefighters in an ordinary firehouse 
sacrificing their safety while battling fUrious blazes. It does so by 
probing the life of devoted firefighter Jack Morrison 
% (Joaquin Phoenix). 

The movie starts with the company responding to a 
| four-alarm fire in a 12-story building. Jack, after helping 
a worker escape to safety, gets separated from the rest 
of his crew and is trapped in the towering inferno, 
alone. 

The rest of the film flashes back through 
Jack’s life as he desperately fights for sur¬ 
vival while outside the fire chief, his men¬ 
tor Mike Kennedy (John Travolta) battles to 
get his friend out alive and back home to 
his family. 

As debris from the collapsing build¬ 
ing falls around him and snarling flames 
surround him, Jack reflects moment by 
moment, year to year, on how he ended up 
in his current positioa 
Starting with his first day when he meets 
then-Captain Kennedy, he recalls his initia¬ 
tion into the close-knit, courage-filled broth¬ 
erhood of firefighters known just as much for 
pulling crazy pranks on rookies as they are for 
lunging headfirst into fiery danger. The 
flashbacks continue from the time he 
encounters Linda (Jacinda Barrett), who 




will become the love of his life and the birth of his children; to the 
distressing shifts that keep him thorn home and his family and the 
bold rescues that keep him coming back to the 
firehouse for more. 

Ladder 49 also takes a peek at the powerful 
bonds of friendships he forms with fellow fire¬ 
fighters that once the alarm sounds are respon¬ 
sible for one another’s lives. Just like a band of 
brothers, they are boisterous, playful and fun 
filled despite their stressful and dangerous 
jobs. His close friendship with Tommy 
Drake (Morris Chestnut) becomes a 
reminder of how fragile a fireman’s 
existence is once Tbmmy is severe¬ 
ly burned by steam during one 
of their excur¬ 
sions into a 
burning build¬ 
ing. The inci¬ 
dent causes a riff 
in his relationship 
with Linda and has 
caused him to second 
guess his love for the job. 

After the major events in Jack’s life are unraveled, the film 
picks up where it left off—Jack in dire straights. The situation 
gets worse by the minute and the outcome doesn’t look good. 

Despite the ending, Ladder 49 is an accurate and powerful look 
into the lives of everyday heroes—an intimate homage to the sacri¬ 
fices made by all firefighters—and the powerful bonds of brotherhood 
that they form. 

The film is an emotional rollercoaster—I laughed, I cried and I 
gripped the sticky armrest until my knuckles turned white. So take m 
some Kleenex and some Wet-Naps. A

Local woman teaches children with songs

Beverly Meyer of Belleville has found 
her niche. 

She spends her time traveling to 
Michigan schools, libraries and stages, 
singing songs about the wonders of life 
while strumming her guitar and dancing 
to the music. 

She leads a ‘storytellers’ life, where 
everything is magical—like losing your 
first tooth—where no lunch is complete 
without a peanut butter and jelly sand¬ 
wich, and where her friends include The 
Muffin Man’ and ‘Old McDonald.’ 

But she doesn’t receive her highest 
reviews from bigwig music producers. Her 
accolades come from children along with 
their parents and teachers. 

Meyer—better known as The Music 


Lady—has been entertaining crowds with 
her traditional favorites and new songs 
since 1996. 

She said she gives all the credit to the 
children who not only gave her the stage 
name, but also her career. 

“Before becoming The Music Lady, I 
taught pre-school during the day, and sang 
in nightclubs at night” she said. “When I 
was teaching, I would bring my guitar into 
the classroom and I soon found out that 
the kids really enjoyed it, so I did some 
more research on it and found that music 
is a huge teaching tool. That’s when I 
made the decision to give it a try as a 
career.” 

That give-it-a-try motto soon grew to 
more than 25 school visits a year, more 
than 35 library visits a year, teacher train¬ 
ing workshops and numerous family con¬ 
certs. She also has four CDs and is work¬ 
ing on her newest adventure—transition 
tune-up songbooks. 

Meyer’s ideas for her songs follow 
child-like themes. She said that her best 
source of ideas is the children, them¬ 
selves. 

“Kids approach me all the time with 
new ideas,” Meyer said. “They have the 
best stories and each child tells them in 
their own certain way. My songs are a 
combination of their stories with my 
own additions.” 

Meyer said that they are also her 
toughest critics. 

“Kids know right away if they like 
something,” she said. “Every song that I 


do I test before I put it on the market I try 
out new songs in a performance, then I 
fine-tune them as I go because I have an 
instant audience that will let me know.” 

Recently, Meyer won an award from the 
John Lennon Songwriting contest. She 
took home an honorable mention for My 
Loose Tooth which is featured on her sec¬ 
ond album. Movin’ and Gravin' with The 
Music Lady. 

The year before, she received an honor¬ 
able mention for two of her songs—To 
Yourself Be True and Watch the Clouds Go 
By. 

“An honorable mention was more than 
what I expected, so if the John Lennon 
music organization thinks I’m good, than 
I’m going in the right direction,” she said. 

The prizes for the contest are big, but 
not as rewarding as performing for chil¬ 
dren, she said. 

“Lots of people get lots and lots of 
enjoyment out of what I do,” said Meyer. 
“I’ve heard that kids will wear out their 
tapes and CDs because they listen to them 
so much. That is a huge compliment for 
me. I also have parents and teachers who 
have told me that they will listen to the 
CDs even when the kids aren’t around, 
which is an even bigger compliment” 

Meyer is moving to Brownstown, and 
she said that’s when she will get back into 
the recording studio. She already has 
enough material for two more CDs, she 
said. 

“I have a song about squirrels and the 
way they move, and I also have a song

about the metamorphosis blues where 
kids act out being a caterpillar and turning 
into a butterfly,” Meyer said. 

In the future, Meyer said that she will 
try to do more. More concerts, more week¬ 
ly programs and continue to stride and 
add on projects as she goes, she said. 

Meyer will also begin work on another 
music teaching tool for pre-school teach¬ 
ers with Mary Joe Keller, a teacher from 
Schoolcraft College, which will show how 
music enhances brain development

Billboards urge motorists to get out and vote Nov. 2

Drivers speeding down 1-94 
near Belleville have a new 
reminder—You have the power 
Vote Nov. 2. 

The Ann Arbor Committee for 
Peace (AAACP) erected the two 
billboards Saturday that will 
remain during October leading 
up to the presidential election. 
One billboard which states: “You 
have the power Vote November 
2” is posted on 1-94 and 
Belleville Road. A second bill¬ 
board with the slogan “War is 


not working. Neither are mil¬ 
lions of Americans” is posted on 
U.S. 23 near Whitmore Lake. 

The billboards are part of the 
year-long effort to motivate peo¬ 
ple to vote. They are also part of 
an ongoing AAACP campaign to 
bring about a change in national 
priorities from war to human 
and environmental needs at 
home and abroad, according to 
Phillis Engelbert, AAACP coor¬ 
dinator 

“We wanted to get the broad¬ 
est possible audience. With the 
Belleville Road billboard we can 
catch a lot of different people,” 


she said. 

According to Engelbert, 
numerous supporters and peo¬ 
ple submitted ideas for the slo¬ 
gans. The organization chose the 
winning billboards from more 
than 50 area resident submis¬ 
sions. The winners were Bill 
Taylor from Dexter who created 
the Vote’ billboard in Belleville 
and Irene May of Ann Arbor who 
created the ‘war’ billboard. 

Through fundraisers, the 
AAACP generated $9,500 for the 
billboards to be posted. 

“Many of the residents in the 
billboard picture are from 


Wayne County,” said Engelbert 
“It fits in well with the overall 
community voting program for 
the summer.” 

Although based in Ann Arbor, 
the organization promotes voting 
rights for the entire state, said 
Engelbert 

“We want to get the vote effort 
out to all the community peo¬ 
ple,” she said. 

They have also been organiz¬ 
ing the elective year campaign 
‘Jobs Not War in 2004.” 

“The AAACP committee con¬ 
tinues to promote peaceful alter¬ 
natives to expanding the “war on 


terrorism” and to advance a 
vision of a peaceful, prosperous, 
positive future,” said Engelbert 
“Now through November we 
will be working on our grass¬ 
roots movement ‘Jobs, Not War 
in 2004,” which connects the 
dots between militarism and 
economic injustice. It will 
inspire the voter to make 
informed choices.” 

The AAACP was formed 
shortly after Sept. 11, 2001, to 
promote peaceful solutions to 
international conflicts and to 
protect civil rights and civil lib¬ 
erties. 


Longest serving Wayne County Commissioner faces challenger

The race to represent District 
12 (Westland, Inkster and part of 
Livonia) on the Wayne County 
Commission will be decided in a 
few short weeks when voters will 
choose between long-serving 
Democrat Kay Beard and Bonnie 
Patrick, an Inkster Republican 
who is challenging her for the 
seat 

Beard, 83, the longest-serving 
member of commission with 24 
years of service, is seeking her 
13th term. Commissioners serve 
2-year terms. Patrick, 55, is run¬ 
ning for the seat after an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to unseat State 
Sen. Burton Leland (D-Detroit) 
two years ago. 

Patrick said she’s seeking 
office because she feels the dis¬ 
trict - most notably Inkster - is 
not getting a fair share of 
resources in comparison to sur¬ 
rounding areas. 

“This is a great local seat 
because it is still in-county, where 
I live,” she said. “I see so much in 
the county that needs to get done, 
but we don’t seem to be getting 
back what we pay in county 
taxes. The roads are a mess; and 
water bills are outrageous.” 

She said the problem is partic¬ 
ularly noticeable in Inkster 

“I look around (other commu¬ 
nities) and I see a lot of develop¬ 
ment and progress that I don’t 


see here,” she said. “There have 
been a few projects, but we’re 
lagging behind other areas - our 
(county) roads, with few excep¬ 
tions, are not getting fixed at the 
rate of other communities at the 
county level.” 

Saving money for the county is 
also a priority Patrick said. 

“I think we need to create 
more partnerships with other 
counties. Jail service might be 
one thing that can be combined,” 
she said. “If Wayne, Oakland and 
Macomb counties could get 
together on this, it would save all 
three counties money.” 

Beard said she is proud of her 
record in Inkster and the rest of 
District 12. 

“I’m going to see that we pro¬ 
vide the same services people 
have become accustomed to and 
enjoy,” she said. “But we still 
have a problem with crime - par¬ 
ticularly in the Detroit area, but it 
spreads to the rest of the area - 
and I think we need to have some 
regional solutions for that We’re 
hoping some of the programs in 
place will help reduce (the 
crime).” 

Beard said Inkster has been 
the recipient of advocacy at the 
county level, which is helping it 
turn the comer in terms of devel¬ 
opment 

“Getting Inkster Valley Golf 
Course in place was a big 
achievement,” she said. “In the 
coming weeks, I’m going to tour 


Inkster with the new county eco¬ 
nomic development director to 
show him some things I’d like to 
see changed and to make sure all 
of the new homes going up are 
good, affordable homes. We’re 
going to find out what kind of 
new opportunities are out there 
for development in conjunction 
with the golf course.” 

Beard cities fighting for the 
commission to have its own legal 
counsel as a major achievement 
because it gave elected commis¬ 
sioners - and residents - a louder 
voice in county affairs. 

“It’s the kind of thing most 
people don’t know too much 
about, but having our own coun¬ 
sel - as opposed to using the 
county’s corporation counsel - 
was a good move. The people put 
that into place when they voted. 
We’re a separate governmental 
body, and every time we had a 
disagreement with the county 
executive (Ed McNamara), the 
counsel would always take their 
side.” 

Patrick became involved in 
Republican Party politics in 1994 
Currently, she’s employed as an 
independent cosmetics distribu¬ 
tor and has held jobs in retail 
management and banking. She 
graduated from Dearborn High 
School in 1975 and lived in 
Inkster with husband, Robert, for 
36 years. 

Beard was elected to the 
Wayne County 


Commiss¬ 
ion in April 
1978. For 
five of her 
terms, she 
served as 
the vice¬ 
chair of the 
commis¬ 
sion. She 
has served 
on several
